three things of primary confideration. Nei- 

ther animals nor vegetables can be made to 

grow and flourifh in a ftate of feclufion from 

the air? and thofe children, who by the o- 

verweening fondnefs of their parents, are 

moftly kept from the ait, never fail to difcov- 

er the marks of debility. and languor. The. 
Spartans of old, with a view to ftrengthen 

and harden their conftitutions, belides expo- 

fing the bodies of their new born infants to 

the open air, ufed to plunge them into cold 

water. This expedient feems too harfh, and 

many of them mutt have died in the /ca/on- 

ing ; but among people of reinemeni, there 

are many more children, who are deitroyed 

by too great a feclufion from the air, than 

by too great an expofure to it. From their 
earlielt age, they fhould be gradually expof- 

ed to a freely circulating air, which 1s abio- 
lutely neceflary to nourith the fecret fprings 
of lite and to promote their health and 
growth, 

A neceffary conducive to the health and 
growth of children, nextly to their breathing 
a pure and freely circulating air, 1s frequent 
exercife. Jn their infantile period, while 
they are incapwble of moving themfelves, 
they fhould be frequently put and kept in 
motion, A negleét in this point, has often 
fatal effets, occafioning rickets, and other 
direful diforders, which equally deftroy the 
body and impair the intelle€ls. ‘When chil- 
dren attain to locomotive powers, they are 
generally fond of exercife, and will exercife 
themielves fufficiently, unlefs forcibly ref- 
traned: and, furely, it is much better to 
bear with the inconvenience .of their noife 
and gambols, and even to rifk the danger of 





In refpett to fecuring the health and 


dtrengthening and confirming the conflutu- 


their falling and hurting themfelves, than t¢ 


them ftill. In the mean time, the dre/s of 
children fhould always fit loofely upon them. 
Tight ligatures, by impeding the free circu- 
lation of the fluids, tend to ftint the parts 
which are bound, and fo to prevent the pro- 
portional and comely growth of the body.— 
If a colt, or any other young animal, were to 
be kept clofely bound in feveral parts of its 
body, as children too often be, it would nat- 
urally become mmisfhapen. The Tartars of 
Afia, as well as the natives of America nev- 
er confine the limbs and bodies of their chil- 
dren with clofe ligatures, and they are al. 
ways ftrait-limbed and well proportioned ; 
and the crookednefs and difproportion of the 
bodies of many people of other nations, is, 
no doubt, owing in part to the circumftance 
of their tender and growing limbs having 


been clofely bound, during the periods of in» 
fancy and childhood. 


The health and growth of children effen. 
tielly depend galfo on a proper courfe of 
diet. Man, trom habit, more than from na- 
ture, has become a carnivorous animal : bat, 
tho’ animal fiefh, by ufe and cuftom, ranks 
among the nece({faries of human life, it is toa 
grofs a food -for young children. Equally, 
if not {till more, improper for the daily food 
of children, is the tea of china. It contains 
but very little nourifhment, while its ftrongly 
ftimulating quality is greatly pernicious to 
their tender frames. The healths and lives 
of thoufands have fallen viétims to the daily 
ufe, in childhood, of rong deco€tions from 
this alluring herb. 

Nature has exprefsly pointed out the moft 
proper tood for children. Young animals 
kinds find. their moft natural nourifh. 
‘The mother’s breaft affords 
the moft nourifhing and wholefome, as well 
as the moitdelictous food for the intanin—-

ment in milk. 











render them Jumpifh and fickly by keeping 


After the breaft is left, good milk, withgeod 
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. bread, is the moft natural and nourifhing food 


for the child. 

The foregoing remarks are not built on 
theory, but on experience and faéts. _Chil- 
dren, bred in a cottage, who are daily expof- 
ed to the air, and fed with milk, broths, &c. 
ufually difcover the marks of blooming 
health and vigour ; while the children of 
the rich, who are confined in warm and al- 
moft airlefs rooms, abundantly fwaddled 
with cloaths, and fed with fweet-meats, {pi- 
cery, china tea, and with other luxuries and 
ftimulants, rarely fail to have a corref{pond- 
ent fallownefs of countenance and meager-

SIR, 


] NOW inclofe an accouhs of the repairs 
made on, and the fupplies turnifhed to the 
French national corvette Le Berceau, agreea- 
bly to your inftructions of the ed of April att, 
amounting to 32839 dollars 54 cents, to wit : 
Supplies from public property 18345 dollars 
10 cents, and bills difcharged by cafh for 
repairs and fupplies, 14494 dollars 44 cents. 
As fome of the indents for fupplies were not 
made out till a fhort time previoufly to he 
departure, Ihave not therefore been able to 
furnifh the account before this time. I have 
thought it would be proper, in order to thew 
as fully as poflible, the ftate of her equipment, 
to begin the account by detailing the fupplies 
furnifhed from the inventory of the ftores 
purchafed with the hull of the corvette by 
Mefflis. Higgenfon & Co. the late agents ; 
but prefwuning the coft of thofe flores has been 
forwarded to the navy department, | have 
fuppofed it to be unneceflary to carry outa 
price againftthem. The fupplies furnifhed 
from the property of the public follow next, 
in the account, to which I have affixeda price. 
And laftly, the bills for repairs and fupplies 
which have been difcharged by cafh, 

Some of the floses of the inventory of Le 
Berceau were left on hand after the equip- 
ment, which with a quantity of old copper, 
taken trom her bottom, have been delivered 
to Major Gzbbs, whofe receipt is inclofed. 

In your letter of the 8th July, you have 
advifed that it would be proper for me to ftate 
particularly by letter to your department, the 
repairs and fupplies received by the Le 
Berceau at the public expence. You have 
alfo direétedto be ftated the precife condition 
fhe was in, as to her equipment of every 
kind, on the delivery to the officers appointed 
on the part of the French Republic to receive 
her. On the 2gd June fhe was- formally 
delivered up, but as many ot the fupplies w 
her were neceffarily made after that time, I 
conceive the obje& intended would not be 
embraced by ftating her condition at that 
period. I think there is no better way of 
aicertaining repairs and fupplies fhe recerved 
at public expence, and the condition of her 
equipment at the termination of the fupplies, 
than by a reference to the account, which ] 
hope you will think to be fufficiently ex- 
planatory. But it may not however be amils 
in me, to make fome general obfervations on 
the fubjeét. I thall therefore fay, that the beft 
fhipwrights, black{mithse¢ caulkers, joiners, 
mait-makers, riggers, and other workmen in 
this place, were employed on the repairs, that 
their work was well executed, and that the 
materials turnifhed for the purpofe were o! 
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the beft kind. That wherever the copper on 
her bottom appeared to have received an in- 
jury, it was repaired with new. In thefe 
re{peéts there cannot be a doubt of her being 

laced in a better condition than fhe was inat 
the period immediately anterior to the aétion 
with the Bofiou. Her mafts, bowfprit, {pars, 
tops and caps, were all new made in the belt 
and moft fubftantial manner. Her fhrouds, 
dtays and cordage were alfo ail new, and ol 
the beft quality, being made of the fineft 
yarns, excepting about four tons of the latter, 
fupplied from the inventory purchafed by the 
late agents at auétion. She was furnithed 
with a new cable of eighteen inches, one 
hundred and twenty fathoms in length, and 
amply fupplied with [pare cordage. In ad- 
dition to upwards of thirty fails that were faved 
from the wreck, which were put in good or- 
der, fhe was furnifhed with a complete new 
{uit of fails, made of the beft duck.—Her 
<ondition as to her mafts, fpars, fhrouds, ftays 
and fails, was doubtlefs made much better by 
the repairs, than at the period referred to 
above, 

Her fupply of blocks and block-work was 
ample. She was turnifhed with a new barge, 
and her other boats were well repaired, and 
{ne was eburndantly fupplied with water cafks. 

The furgeon’s department was well fur- 
mifhed, excepting amputating infiruments, 
which were not fupplied, as it was difcovered 
that her former furgeon had kept poflefiion of 
thofe that were on board at the capture. 
Her cabin was fufficiently furnifhed with 
tables, deiks, chairs, crockery ware and othe 
furniture. inthele reipeéts there cannot be 
a doubt, fhe was alfo p'aced in a better con- 
dition than fhe was in atthe period before re- 


ferred to. 








In conformity to the indents of the captain, 
fhe was furnrfmed with beet, pork, bread, 
beens, rice, flour, oi], rum, wine, and oiher 
ftores, tur a voyage of three months, which 
ewere of the beft kind. 

The gun-powder, and other military Rores 
fupplied her, were alfo furnifned according 
to the indents of the captain. 

She mounted on her battery, twenty two 
ninepound canaon, and two fhort twelve 
pound carronades. 

On the o5:h of laft moath fhe departed trom 
hence for fea. The pilot that carried her 
out, has {nee returned, having continued on 
board until fhe was fitty leagues at fea, when 
he was put eu board of a veilel bound hither. 

The bills in the account, agreeably to the 
abfiraét inclofed marked No. 1, amounting to 
519 dollars, 97 cents, may not perhaps be 
confidered as proper charges againft the outfits 
of the corvette, as they were for fupplies fo 
made te her crew, foon after her arrival here, 
and for their tranfportation to New-York. 
I have prefumed, however, that there would 
be no impropriety in placing them therein. 

The bills and fupplies charged agreeably to 
abftra&t, inclofed, marked No. 2, amounting

Ifland, for blankets and hammocks, for the 
tranfportation of the crew from New-York 
& for their fubfiftence after their arrival there, 
until they were ordered by the captain to 
repair on board of the corvette, I haye fup- 
pofed, from the nature of the fupplies and 
charges, might be re-imburfed by the French 
government. Neceflity obliged me to fur- 
nifh them as the French commiffary had then 
neither money nor credit, to enable him todo 
it. 1 alfo forward by this poft, in a feparate 
inclofure, the vouchers of the bills paid tor 
the fupplies made to the Le Bercean, being 
from No.1 to No. 114. I am with great 
refpe€t, Sir, your moft humble fervant.

moment our raft to fink, and ourfelves to 
perifh. I put out my fetting pale to try to 
ftop the raft, that He ice might pafs by ; 
when the rapidity of the fiream threw it with 
fo much violence adaing the pole, that it 
jerked me out into ten feet water : 
fortunately faved myfelt by catching hold of 
one of the raft logs. 

Thus was a youth remarkably refcued 

from impending death, who had been raifed 

up by the hand. ot Heaven. and was deftined 
to afi a moft important and ufeful part in 
the grand drama of human hfe.
